St. Louis, June 17.—Following Is the 
substance of the Democratic platform 
as adopted: 
“The Democratic party In national 
convention assembled, adopts the fol­ 
lowing declaration to the end that the 
people of the United States may both 
realize the adhievem ents wrought by 
four years of Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion and be apprised of the policies to 
which the party is com mitted for the 
further conduct of national affairs: 
‘‘We endorse the adm inistration of 
Woodrow Wilson. 
It speaks for itself. 
It Is 
the best 
exposition of 
sound 
Democratic policy at home and abroad. 
‘‘We reaffirm our belief in the doc­ 
trine of a tariff for the purpose of pro­ 
viding sufficient revenue for the opera­ 
tion of the governm ent economically 
adm inistered, 
and 
unreservedly 
e n ­ 
dorse the Underwood tariff law as 
truly exemplifying th at doctrine. 
“T here is gathered here in America 
the best of the blood, the industry 
and the genius of the whole world, 
the elem ents of a great race and a 
magnificent society to be melted into a 
mighty and splendid nation. 


Denounce Disloyalty. 


“W hoever, actuated by the purpose 
to promote the Interest of a foreign 
power, in disrecard of our own coun­ 
try ’s welfare or to injure this govern­ 
m ent in its foreign relations or crip­ 
ple or destroy its industries a t home, 
and whoever by arousing prejudices 
of a racial, religious o r other nature 
creates discord and strife am ong our 
people so as to obstruct the whole 
some process of unification, is faith 
less to the trust which the privileges 
cf citizenship repose in him and dis 
loyal to his country. 
"We, therefore, condemn as subver 
slve of 
this nation's 
unity and 
in 
tegrlty, and as destructive of its we! 
fare, the 
activities and 
designs 
of 
every group or organization, political 
or otherwise, th at has for its object 
the advancem ent of the Interest of a 
foreign power, w hether such object is 
promoted by Intimidating the govern 
ment. a political party, or rep resen ta­ 
tives of the people, or which is calcu 
lated and tends to divide our people 
into antagonistic groups and thus to 
destroy that com plete agreem ent and 
solidarity of the people and that unity 
and sentiment and national purpose so 
essential to the perpetuity of the na 
lion and Its free institutions. 


Condemn Certain Activities. 


"W e condemn all alliances and com 
binations of individuals in this coun­ 
try of whatever nationality or descent, 
who agree and conspire together for 
the purpose of em barrassing or w eak­ 
ening our government or of im proper 
ly influencing or coercing our public 
representatives in dealing or negotiat 
ing with any foreign power. 
“We charge that such conspiracies 
am ong a limited 
num ber exist and 
have been instigated for the purpose 
of advancing the interests of foreign 
countries to the prejudice and d etri­ 
m ent of our own country. 
“W e condemn any 
political party 
which in view of the activity of such 
conspirators surrenders its integrity 
or modifies its poHey. 
“We, therefore, favor the m ainte­ 
nance of an army fully adequate to 
th e requirem ents of order, of safety, 
and of th e protection of the nation's 
rights, 
the 
fullest 
development 
of 
m odem methods of sea coast defense 
and the maintenance of an adequate 
reserve of citizens t r a in e d to arm s and 
prepared to safeguard the people and 
territory of the United States against 
any danger of hostile action which 
m ay unexpectedly arise. 


Desire Peace and Justice. 


“We hold that it is the duty of the 
United States to use its power, not 
only to m ake itself safe at home, but 
also to m ake secure its Just interests 
throughout the world, and. both for 
this end and in th® interest of human­ 
ity. to assist the world in securing 
settled peace and Justice. 
“We favor the establishm ent and 
m aintenance of the closest relations 
rf am ity and mutual helpfulness be­ 
tween the i nited States and the oth­ 
er republics of the Amerieab conti­ 
nent for the support of peace and the 
promotion of a common prosperity. 
“The Monroe doctrine is reasserted 
as a principle of Democratic faith. 


* T h at doctrine 
guarantees 
the inde­ 
pendent republics of the two Arm id­ 
ea* against aggression from another 
continent.

He was ill only 
a few hours. 
His wife died a month 
ago in W ashington. 
Mr. Burleigh was governor of this 
state four years from 1889 to 1893. In 
1907 he w as elected to congress to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
Congressm an 
Seth 
I.. Milliken 
and 
served until the Democratic landslide 
of 1910, when he was defeated. 
He 
was elected to the senate from Maine 
for a six-year term by the legislature 
of 1913.

"W e favor the extension of the pow 
ors and functions of the federal bu 
reau of mines. 
"W e favor the establishm ent by the 
federal 
governm ent of tuberculoid 
sanatorium s for rn ady tuberculosis pa 
Hents. 
"W e reaffirm our declarations fn 
the rigid enforcem ent of the civil serv­ 
ice laws.

Brainerd was represented by a del­ 
egation of IOO strong at the Elks 
state convention In Duluth June 14 
and 15. 
Nearly 60 traveled in the 
special coaches which left Brainerd 
Tuesday afternoon. 
More followed 
by automobile and on later trains. 
The newspaper mention given by 
the Duluth Herald and the Duluth 
News Tribune equalled that given 
the largest delegations. The night 
Brainerd arrived the News Tribune 
printed the names of the Elks on the 
Tuesday train and the space given 
Brainerd equalled that given 
St. 
P aul’s special train. 
Wednesday the Duluth Herald had 
two columns on Brainerd including 
many of the cartoons drawn by “ Bll- 
lican” and much newspaper mention 
pertaining to doing of Brainerd Elks. 
Thursday morning the News Trib­ 
une featured the two column pie 
of Former Senators S. F. Alderman 
and C. D. Johson and Senator George 
JI. Gardner. 
The 
Herald ran the 
world famous picture of the twins. 
a rear view of Fred S. Barker and 
Col. C. I). Johnson. 


Brainerd was in evidence every­ 
where. 
A quartet composed of S. F. 
Alderman. Al. Mraz. Roland Jenkins 
and John T. Imgrund sang every time 
they got a chance and large audi­ 
ences heard Their sweet melody. 


Brainerd was the only lodge that 
marched in two sections in the big 
parade. 
Near 
the 
front came a 
Brainerd auto decorated in Elks col­ 
ors and a large detachment of Elks 
wearing white paper hats and carry­ 
ing purple and white umbrellas.
